Sealed Papyri 
Keep Secrets 

Egyptian Tomb Relics on Ex- 
hibit in Redpath Library 

This week;s exhibit in' the front iiall 
of the llcdpath Library Is of -particular 
interest to students of book and manu- 
script history, as it roprc.scnt.'j a phase 
of early Kgyptian liteiatiire. Dr. Lom- 
er ,when Interviewed yesterday, men- 
tioned particularly the original pap- 
yri, scaled with the writer's scarab, 
whiah had never been unrolled or 
read. 

. A limestone slab, taken from tho In- 
terior of a tomb, illusliatos how re- 
markably the colours have been pre- 
served. A few sacred relics such as 
were always entombed with tho inum- 
my, 'show tho owner's seal, and one, 
tho figure ot a woman, I» 'covered with 
closely written liioroglyiihlcs, no doubt 
giving valuable Information about the 
dead king; There Is a framed manu- 
script, showing a page from the "Book 
ot the Dead", tho colours still quite 
clear and bright. ' 

Boino modern books are Included In 
the dl.splay and toll tho story ot tho 
findings of llosottn ijtonc, so Import- 
ant In clearing up the mystery ot 
I^gyplian lileroglyphlcH. 

Dr. ' Lomer remarked In conclusion 
thiit a mure complete exhibit Is to bo 
found In the miiMoiim jiropor at Iho 
I.lbriiiy, whero a wholo section Is do- 
vutiMt to Kgyptlnu remains.

A summary of t'ne annual report of 
the McCiill T:nivf-r.«!t.y r.lbrary v:aa 
presented hy Dr. O. p. I.omT. libra- 
rian, at th>^ m<'r.n!na; o; t'r.» f'-rpir-i- 
tlon held yesterday in the Facitity 
Room of the Arts Buildin?. The cortt- 
plete t<>xt of the report, exclu.»ive of r"i- 
gure.s and Ftatistics, as presented to 
the meeting, follow?: 

The University Library has had :i, 
year of Increasing activity. The at- 
tendance Increased form SS.OOO to 
nearly 74,000, and t'ne circulation from 
100,000 to 111.000. The pressing need 
la for space and reading room accom- 
modation. During the summer t»r.ir-- 
rary wooden shelves were placed in 
the special reading rooms and In cor- 
ners of the stiick. Thousands of books 
are at présent ' stored In the "rriiicl- 
pal's stable awaiting an addition to 
the Library stack, which has be-jn 
needed: for the past three years. Tht 
provision for graduate .«tudent ac- 
commodation Is entirely inadequate.

Vic- 
tory In tho end wnB n matter of 
numbers ami If tlio flerni.Tiir. eoiild 
not win bctoro tho full streimth ot 
America was In action, they could 'not 
win .it all. , 
Th« Tid» Turn*. 
On .luly ISlh. 1918, tho Gcrmnn.s 
launched th.» Friodonsliirn, the attack 
which wag to bring the Alllcsi lo iheh- 
knees, striking southward from tho 
Marne. This time, they were checked 
and held. On July 20lh Foch counter- 
.attacked and drove them back to the 
line of tho 15th. 

Tho hand of tho master was now 
firm on the rein.*!, all the Allied troops 
In Franc© ware following tho orders of 
» stnslo mind. Fopli began to prepare 
for his gfcat return "blow. "W'lth the 
utmost secrecy the Canadians were 
moved south from Arras and witli tho 
Australians lyero flune at Ihe line 
before Amiens. Tho final result ot this 
operation was to fore» the enemy out 
of most ot the salient he had gained 
In .March. The Canadians went north 
again and, In front ot Arras broko the 
Hindenburg line, a. terrific fortific- 
ation ot trenches, . barbed wire and 
machine guns and the Drocourt switch 
a. subsidiary Une, tiilrther to the rear. 

On Soptcrabcr 12th tho Americans 
who wore now taking over the south 
eastern end ot tho main battle, cap- 
tured the St. Mibcl salient, a fifteen 
mllo deep tralnglo Tvhich had Jutted 
into our lino for years. . , . 

The Great Battle. 
The stage was now act for the final 
struggle. Tho aniilci wcro again in 
placo and ready. The balance ot 
aumbera had at last passed to the 
Allies. The batllo •which began In 
September was on such an enormous 
»c«le that only lately have evciC 
«oldiera realized that the attacks 
made by th» various nrmlen wera all 
parls of It single co-ordinated «per» 
a Hon. Here asaln official reporta have 
added to Iho confusion.
